CITIZENS’ UNION.” 


Memphis Appeal : 

Iu your notice of the ‘‘ Citizens’ Union ’ 
meetings you express the opinion that 
‘‘public opinion is agaipst them.’’ The 
movement seems {o have been started 
on the wrong foot. The want of concert, 
more thao ao absence of a proper appre- 
ciation of the necessity of such an or- 
ganization, is the cause of the blunders 
that reasonably excite apprehensions of 
failure, 

‘Tne several meetings which have been 
held far the purpose of organizing a 
‘Citizens’ Union’ have taken steps in 
tue same direction, Indiviauals have 
diilered in their views in regard to the: 
pina ef organization—but doctors will 
differ. Nevertheless, a moderate amcunt 
of paticut rational discussion generally 
leads tv the adoption of some practical 
course «f action. Such will doubtless 
be tho resultin this case. The meeting 
fo-night will ba prepared to take another 
step—but not the final one. Let us mot 
be discouraged in our efforts to accom- 
plish a good work by small obstacies, 
which generally serve to give consistency 
aod durability to the work. 

Oiher cities, in no greater need of euch 
a0 association than Memphis, have 
similar organizations, which have proved 
valuable auxiliaries to government 
oMicials in promoting the general wel- 
fare. The efficiency of a Citizens’ Associ- 
ation must depend mainly upon the offi- 
Cers appointed to attend toits affairs. 
One great cause of the Want of a * Citi- 
cons’ Union” is, that individuals have 
too much business of their own to give 
uny attention to the interests of the pub- 
iic. The officers of the Uaion cught to 
be prominent citizens, welland favora- 
bly known; and they ought tobs men 
wno have ieisureto attend to the im- 
portaat interests committed to their 
charge. Nomen in Memphis who is 
engaged in any regulaf business can 
fiud time to devote to the public interest. 
Mechanics, merchants, lawyers, doctors, 
railroad men, bankers and _ preachers, 
all have as much ss they can do; 
but there are men io every city who 
have retired from business, or have 
active partnere, who have leisure to work 
forthe common good. Tnere are some 


‘such men in Memphis, perhaps many. 


No citizen would like to refuse such a 
position, if called upon ky the psople; 
but it would be upjast to the individual, 
and injurious to the cau3e, to impose ad- 
ditioaal labors upon men who are now 
overburdened with business. I would, 
then, respectfully nominate Mr. Eugene 
Magovny to represent the old citizens, 
aud Mr. Everitt to represent the new 
cilizens ef Memphis in the Citizens’

TRADE. 

There was a fair business transacted to- 
day in our general markets, and prices 
remain very much the same on all lead- 
ing staples. 

The Horse and Mule market is well 
supplied with good stock, tut low-priced 
animals are scarce—not nea ly equal to 
the demand. Mules range [Pim $150 to 
$250; Horses $125 to $200. 

In Dry Goods we have but little 

ry hange to note, Staple goods are firm ; 


but are lower here than in New York, 
while thedemand remainsactive. Spring 
voods are beginning to arrive slowly. 
Deputations are now in Washington, 
representing houses in Northern cities, 
to induce such action on the part of Con- 
gress as will prevent the enforcement of 
discriminating laws in one State against 
citizens of other States engaged in com- 
mercial pursuits. It is understood that 
epeciel reference is made to the law of 
the last Maryland Legislature which re- 
quired commercial travelers to pay a li- 
cense of $500, and then put upon them 


1 such restrictions as amounted almost to 


prohibition. 
The revolution in Cubs, and the aboli- 


tion of slavery in that island, are likely 
to have an imoortant effect upon this 
country. The New York World, of a 
late date, ssys: ‘‘ Raw Sugars have ad- 
vanced one cent per pound io this mar- 
ket since Monday, and the present prices 
may be regarded es fully two cents bigh- 
er than would be obtained had Cuba re- 
mained tranquil. This advance in prices, 
with a prospect of astill farther advance, 
will undoubtedly greatly stimulate the 


as in other sugar- growing districts of the 
earth ; and we fortunately bave a liberal 
stock on hand for this stage of the sea- 
sofi. Stocks of ‘‘sweets’’ in this coun- 
try are probably fully twice as large as 
they were one yoar “go. The rise comes 
early enough, also, to have its eff.ct upon 
the production of mapie sugar and sor- 
ghum. The bigher cost will likewise 
limit consumption. These facts must all 
be taken into the account in considering 
the future of the sugar market. With 
the increased home production and the 
diminished importation which appear to 
be in prospect, the Federal treasury will 
lose largely from a corresponding falling 
off in the duties on imports, and it be- 
comes a practical question of present in- 


on Sugar is not necessary to prevent a 
total lossof revenue therefrom, and a 
serious burden upon the people, to the 
advantage of speculators only.’’
